This seems to me to be the

is the ground?’ on which I stand: 
Social transforination of environment

I do not construe the accumula- 
tion of wealth in itself as an evil. 
Wealth has its uses, and we are not 
just sure that if in a perfect social- 


‘istic system it were impossible for 


men to accumulate wealth, man- 
kind would not sink into an inert 
condition that would cause society 
to deteriorate. I question whether 
a paradise of perfect peace—that 
is, resolute resignation and calm 
indifference—is really desirable. 
It seems -to me we have a vivid 
illustration of what such a condi- 
tion produces among men, by re- 
viewing the state of the Chinese— 
whose philosophy is stoical resig- 
nation and absolute indifference to 
environment. 

Perhaps, after all, paradise con- 
sists more in its search than in its 
attainmert. Especially so, at least, 
as far as the social paradise may 
‘If there were noth- 
ing to contend against, nothing to 
struggle for, would men be happy, 
progressive or civilized ? . Would 
they not aghin sink into atavistic 
selfishness and ultimate barbarism 
—such as I say the Chinese have 
fallen to ?.- 

They were once a highly civi- 
lized people, who struggled for 
centuries. through all forms and 
phases of social states and religious 
customs, who tasted of the fruit of 
every tree in the garden of knowl- 
edge, who anticipated us in all the 
wonders of science and mechanical 
invention—-but who became at last 
so well satisfied with their environ- 


- ment. and attainments that further 
search grew distasteful, and with 


blasé indifference they lapsed, 
through opiate intoxication and 
mental ‘‘ennui,” into the savage 
degenerate exhibited to-day in the 
vicious, howbeit philosopkiical,

The Poisoned Fountain.— 
According to-the general idea, 
water cannot be too pure, but now 
we are told that distilled water ‘is 
known,to be dangerous, as it with- 
draws ‘the: salts ' from the tissues, 
and produces all kinds of ill-effects. 
If we’ may believe Professor 
Koeppe, a German doctor, chemi- 
cally pure water is dangerous, and 
he instances water produced by 
clear, natural ice, which causes 
gastric catarrh, if sucked, by rea- 
son of its excessive purity.
